It is now possible to fuse two eggs to 
form a single embryo. The product 
however wlB 'be much larger tlian Iho 
original embryo would have been . 
Similarly one cell can 1>e divided Into 
two and It win reproduce two em- 
bryos. If two halves of cmhrj'o .are 
init together In different ways with 
axes diverging, double-headed em- 
br>'o will result. 

Slides were then shown to illustrate 
the formation of Individuals from two 
different species. Interesting photo- 
graphlc slides of chemiras gbtalncd 
by grafting sections of tlio t ger 
salamander on to the spotted salarp- 
ander and vke versa concluded the 
lecture.

If 
the reader can Imagine ,i commodlotis 
hotel ball-room fitted with people all 
of whom are happy In the possession 
of good ears and beaming faces, ho 
will only begin to appreciate Iho diarm

still unprepared for the treat In store, 
when Dean Martin briefly outlined the 
history and achievement? of the Cjina- 
dlan conhnlttec; and then 'introduced 
the famous visitor. 

Doctor Vincent Introduced the .sub- 
ject of public and Individual health 
and led up to a general discussion of 
all the hygienes. cj*|)eclally the menl.il. 
Mental hj*gient> Is the most recent to 
come before the public notice, and Is 
Intricately bound up with all the others 
with the hygiene of the homo, of the 
school, of Industry and of society. Ho 
Hpoke of the campaigns and duties of 
mental Jhygiene. committees In Canada 
and ÙÏÏted States, 

"Publi<; health is a tlre.some subject. 
It is an Intportant one, but that doesn't 
make it more Interesting; luid people 
can't llaten. to It. In the same way, 
the subject of health Is to the young 
Idlvldual, tiresome. Voiiiig jieoplc pre- 
fer to take chanci-.s, here, and only 
later do they bepln to lake notice of 
their health. Senility Is the cleuRLnco- 
housc for disease .symiitoms. 

"So in the matter of public health, 
the .average citizen !.s willing to lake 
It for granted, and only wishes to be 
left îilone. The fact lhal new and Ide.il 
communities have ar.'sen on the work 
and researches of .such men as Pasteur 
and Koch, docs not interest him. Good 
water, .siiniiailon and the proper dis- 
posal of waste, no not concern him as 
an individual. Thus It comes .about tfinl 
public liealth Is imposed upon an un- 
willing, indifferent and ignorant pub- 
lic. In war no one wants military hy- 
giene; but It is done; ncflie of the 
troops are asked aljoul It." ^ 

Why the public accepts unconsci- 
ously, even if Indifferently, the pro-

Newly-formed McGill Club

;,ast night the McGill Labor Club 
met at .S.IG in tho Stralhcona Hall. 
Mr. Carrigan, president of the .Mech- 
anists Union, wuii the spejikcr of the 
evening. The topic of his lecture was 
"The Aims of the Canadian I..abor 
Party. i 

Mr. Carrigan gave a sliort outline 
of the labor mjuvemonts in Canada 
"To go over the i trials and hord.shlps 
of the working people of Canada 
would be to go over the whole of the 
history of the «ci^unlry. However, the 
actual history of the labor party docs 
not start before 1886. In that year 
the parliamentary representation from 
the City of Montreal was ■ limited to 
three members, and nil three candi- 
dates ran on the Labor ticket. In 
1SS2, Ihe year of tho founding of the 
Knights of Labor and similar societies, 
first Indications of an organised labor 
movement liccamo uppareiit." 

In IST'J the soclallsl labor cliili was 
formed. In those days .sfK lnIl.siii was 
regarded with greater suspicion than 
It is today. .Mr. Carrigan remembers 
an incident, where a lady actually 
fainted upon learning that she had 
slialtcii liaiuls with a aoolallsl to whom 
slie had been introduced. This club 
soon broke up, but a kindred .one was 
soon formed in the west. . Tho Influ- 
ences of the new Liibor Party are still 
manifest. 

With the beginning of the AVorld 
War, a trenicndous. amount of dis- 
content was evidenced in Quebec and 
it is from this rcstlcs^ess that the 
present Quebec Labor Party was 
formed In 191D.

Mr. L. R. Thomson Reviews 
History of Coal as a Source 
of Heat 



Mr. Leslie l\. Thomson was ihe main 
speaker at the McOlll Chemical So- 
ciety last evoniiig. Tea and light re- 
freshmenUs preceded the meeting. Tho 
secretary the n i o.ul the nilniitc.- and 
the speaker was Introduced by the pre- 
sident. 

The subject of Mr. Thomson's lllus- 
trnte<l lectiin; dealt with recent ad- 
vaiici'.s In low teiniieratiire carbonlza- 
llon. My carbonization, he meant, tho 
distillation of coal free from oxygen. 
Before entering deeply Inio tho topic, 
the speaked gave a careful, historical 
review of coal. 

Coal, he stated, a|>pears late In the 
annuls of chemical discoveries. In old- 
en times, pcoiilo knew of It, but were 
at a loss as how to de.al with It econ- 
(imlcjiUy .'ind conimeiclally. A.s a 
wjurce of luyit, li has been Init lately 
made known. However, as the ye.ars 
'I)rogrcssed, economic pressure dcm.an- 
ded coal, especially as forests weto 
gradually yielding their last. Th"n fol- 
lowed experiments and tests which 
have tried in many ways to emi)loy 
coal domesticuliy. .\galn, the itroduc- 
lion of coal-gas raised many serious 
objections as lo health. 

As lor the i>roilucts nlitalni.'d from 
coal. Ill ISl.'j. Athani diuLoviTed lar. 
In J.Siiii, I'erkln, through distillation, 
received a iiew substance — benzene. 
Then, Gcrmnn sclonllsts continued 
more research work on the ineuil and 
made raiild .iilvi'.ncc.s, li w;u> here, he 
stated that, there were many difficul- 
ties, the chief one being the constant 
increase of the priee 01' coal. However, 
in spite of this, the iirodiictlon of a 
smokeless fiii-i .11. d uf low ieni;."rature 
carbonlzatimi took u|; much of the 
time of the remaining Investigator*' 

In order to obtain a competent dls- 
tlll.atloii of coal several iirocesse.s were 
Inventi-ii. TlK.re were 125 In all. 'I'he 
spe.iUei- then com|)iired the low tem- 
[lerature carbunlzallon with the high, 
showing that Hie former w.os more 
efficient ;ind advantageous. 

Ag.'ilii to iiriKhn.-e excellent i-esults in 
this branch of chemical Industry, such 
in.slrumonts as retorts were only to bO 
used. Those retorts were to be regard- 
ed as mcchanioiti, contrivances, and 
hence, having efficiency. Accordlnf-iy, 
chemists obtained a rotoi-t with an .SO- 
per cent, efficiency. Mr. Thomson then 
presenlcKl several slides to the audience 
one of these demonstrating Mclntlre's 
retort, he pointed out to be the beat 
yet constructed. He al.10 stated thai

MEN HAVE HIGHER 
PHYSICAL RATING 

McGill School of Physical 
Education Issues Report 



.McGlll students have a higher phy- 
sical r.ating than last year, it was re- 
ported at a meeting of the^ïVicGllI 
School of Physical Education Com- 
mittee held on Thursday at the uni- 
versity. It cwasiifound, through the 
medical examinations conducted by 
this department, that 81.75 per cent, 
of the 981 men students .attending 
.McGill who were examined up to 
Ociolier 14 are in the "A" category 
as against S3 per cent, if the :>31 
men student!' examined at ihat lime 
laat year. The report points out that 
1,163 examinations have been con- 
ducted this year as compared with 
1,104 last year. 

In addition a report was niaii<- 
from the ~ health service of the 
partment, which offers Its services 
to students of the university. .Vs 
the general report of the department 
points out. this was formed in order 
to meet the demand for medical at- 
lenilon to stuilents who were unfor- 
tunate enough to fall III during the 
''ollege session of the academic year 
1920-21. 

"At this time the university fees 
wer« being readjusted .and authoriza- 
tion was secured to Include in the 
undergraduate fee tho sum of two 
dollars, which was set aside la lake 
care of this service." Dr. A. 6. Lamb, 
the director, explained in his report. 
This health service includes a daily 
consull.atlon hour from 1'.'.30 to 1..30 
o'clock at which each sludrtiil can 
rcceivf mi-i!ii-,il advice in addition to 
being prescribed for. The unlver.iliy 
medical officer visits the homes or 
boarding houses of students who arc 
not well enough to attend college. If 
on oxiiinlnatlon It is found that a 
stiuleiU le'iulrei* adlllls^<ion lo the 
liosiiital. it is arranKeil by requi.Mitloii, 
the exiiense being borne by the uni- 
versity for the first seven days. The 
objuct Is to take care of the out-of- 
town students who perhaps are not 
members of any fraternity and have 
no friends In the city. 

Ileport on the growth of this ser- 
vice showed an increase of 23 per 
cent of students receiving attention 
in the session of 1920-21, to 47.2 i>er 
cent during tlie academic year 192r>- 
26, with the highest fli,-iiro comlnt' 
during tho .session 1924-25 when 50.6 
students were receiving attention 
from the service. During the same 
period office consultations have in- 
creased from 992 to 2,326 although the 
increase is uneven, with the most 
office consultations recorded during 
tho session 1923-24 when the number 
reached 2,478. Office consultations of 
the year 1924-25 numbered 2,463. 

A'lslts to homes have decreased 
from isi to 1511. althouKli the lii;^h 
mark came in the year l!t22-23 when 
374 uallii were made.

■iflfehMgM' tJ^cr Inserted here tho story 
otStneTÎlrst humanitarian employed, 
Robert Owen. This Scoii'hnian \\rt?<>.li- 
ed his hai-d-heivded ruiiutalion for 
business by rotaJnlns and enxployins 
his workmen oven after a failure of 
the cotton .supply. Hy tho time cotton 
could again bo hiid foi- tho ordinary 
manufo^turcji in hlit mills, he had a. 
ready and satisfied staff of oniployeits; 
-and so re<Uly p-ained in the long: run. 
I'^ortlficd by what he had so easily 
achieved, Owen became philosopher 
and detcrmlnUt; and worked out 
i'chcmes for lndu.stri;il vontiliitlon and 
sanitation, and for tlio food .-.nd lion.s- 
Ing problems of the human clnncnt 
in production. His workmen really had 
an Interest tn their work. 

"And now i>eoplc are studying the 
.-nentol as well as the physical condi- 
'lons of workmen." A ffre.il deal of 
nental hygiene information has also 
been (rained from tho study of people 
in penal Institutions, and from mcnt.il 
hospitals. Not so long apo. the doc- 
trine of lolnl depravity explained sat- 
isfactorily why people in gaol deserv- 
ed to be there, and vice versa. But 
enquiry soon showed that some people 
merely did not have enough "bi"ains" 
to stay out and remain "within the 
law"; while a great many others were 
not. In gaol who certainly deserved to 
be there. Another trouble of yesterday, 
Avas that conooming "criminal ohild- 
ron". The difference between crlniln- 
(iilty and undue mischief is in children 
even yet, slight and thcore-H'cal. Undor 
the old scheme those children v.\\c 
were not at all bad, were soon con- 
verted into true criminals by the mor- 
ale and companionship of the penal in- 
stitution. Only when these cases were 
takes otJt of the ordinar}' courte and 
the Juvenile court created, was the 
problem at all helped by the scienti- 
fic oB-operatlon of psychiatrist and 
probation officer, together with the 
Hympatby and experience of the so- 
cial, worker. "Tou have no idea," 
stated Dr. Vincent, "how human in- 
stitutions can really be, when you stop 
making them legal." 

In order to determine who are to be 
the candidates for mental hospitals 
and penal institutions, we have to de- 
termine what We may understand by 
"normality," We can then- label the 
unfortunate when these fall" apprecl- 

■•Liul tlie 
to do. 

"Normal" means "average." Tho nor- 
mal temperature is the average tem- 
perature of millions of temperatures 
taken the world over. 'I'lic majority of 
such measurements art- vr-ry much, or 
very nearly, the same; but above and 
Mow this "average figure" the othens 
ttecomea progressively fewer and 
(fewer in number. In u similar way 
are obtained average figures for 
weight, height and other factors of a. 
, physical or oven mental nature. 

These variations from the normal 
or average, are spoken of as abnorm- 
al; and extend all the way up to 
genius, or all the w'ay down to dc- 
generacj' (de genus) . And one can 
easily classify society into five groups 
mentally: genius .iverage, mediocre, 
feeble-minded, and insane. So far, the 
mental hygiene ha* been applied in 
the study of school children and uni- 
versity students especially; but it bids 
fair to ir^vadc all tho other hygienes 
a« well. School children have been 
claB«Ified; the average ones go on to 
'success in higher education and In the 
vocations; while those who early dis- 
close nervous and abnorraul traits and 
aberrations, cotno to grief very early 
in . their careers. 
JjThetfoducatlon of Chmpanzee.-j In 
a^^ive'rslty may throw some light 
on tho education of undergraduates 
at colleges.' With this facetious and 
'introductory remark, tho , psychiatrist 
'went on to show how, especially In 
thé United States, the "problcmlfer- 
ous students" were be ng studied at

And so We come to the parents .and 
tho home. One cannot do much with 
Uif nicinai liys one of children at 
school. If bho.V' are to go home and 
experience a different leaching and 
on vli-onmcnt there. "Sotiie feel that 
parents are hopeless", but .a great deal 
has been done already with the esta- 
blishment of Child Guidance clinics 
for i>arents, where they m-o shown 
how to deal with non-eaters, thumb- 
suckers or with thoso who dls))lay too 
much passion or "persist in pushing 
things np tlicli' noses with pa.ssionato 
pleasure." 

"The sc cnce of mental hygiene has 
only just started. I'roblcms aro only 
Juai becomintr clear, .and they show 
that more and more is yet to be learn- 
ed. So we go on with our Investigat- 
ions and our spccinlist.s did only un- 
consciously and hnpha»u'dly; and 
f nally on a good fastual scientific 
basis we are erecting the correlated 
aspects of con.sclousness and be- 
havioui-ism in modern psychology and 
psychiatry. The science is much 
needed and has conie to stay. It ams 
at oontrollng the conditions of home 
and school .and environment; and be- 
lieves in safeguarding tho public. 

Doctor A'incent closed his review 
with 'a capltulat'on of the duties of a 
mental - hygiene committee. These 
were chiefly to distrlbuio facts and to 
compile surveys about delinquents 
^ind inmates of mental hospitals; a.s 
well as to get governments and the 
pubic interested. The committee 
should also seek to triUii and develop 
University men who aie to go on with 
the itseaich, and ostublish more cen- 
tres right through the country, mak 
Ing of every community un intellect 
ual and .nvostlgating body. "Ono 
r.ced not worrj* aibo'jt a Utopian pa:' 
dise of the future where no mental 
abei-jation will exist; and where 
everyone will possess physical Inte- 
grity and emotional calm. - Such a 
state Is still for off, and would be a 
most uninteresting and uneventful 
one, were It hero. Let research be aip- 
plled without nodse or blare of trum- 
pets. Slowly and attacking the pro- 
blems as they present thenmolvoM, lot 
us day by ia.y, sclent flcally and 
BcruplooiBly learn all there is to know 
about the mental diseases aad pro- 
blems of mankimd. 

The Canadian National Conmiittee 
of aicntal Hygiene was paid a, beaut - 
ful tribute by their distinguished 
visitor. In an c«irHer address by its 
president Dean Martin, its oarly his- 
tory and acchievcmen'ts were traced 
since ts Incptlon 'eight years a«o. It 
has three purposes in view; the con- 
servation of mental hygiene; tho pre- 
vention of mental disorders; and the 
treatment of these when they arise. 
It involves the co-opemtion of 
medical men, nurses and social work- 
ers, teachers health officers and uni- 
voreities. And Its progress has been 
steady and rccognlitod by gov<!rnmont 
and public.
